NOTIFICATION 


The 5th February 2015 


No. 3078 — XXII (L )-53/ 2013 — In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 657 , read with 
Section 193 and Section 659 of the Odisha Municipal Corporation Act, 2003 (Odisha Act 11 of 
2003) and in supersession of the Bhubaneswar Municipal Corporation Regulation , 2006 except as 
respect to things done or omitted to be done before such supersession having been approved and 
confirmed by Government, the Bhubaneswar Municipal Corporation do herebymake the following 
regulations, namely : 


1. Short title and commencement— ( 1 ) These regulations may be called the 
Bhubaneswar Municipal Corporation User Charges Regulations , 2015 . 


2. They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the OfficialGazette of the 


State . 


2. Definition— ( 1) In these regulations, unless the context otherwise requires - 


(a ) “Act ”means the Odisha Municipal Corporation Act, 2003 ; 
(b ) " Form ” means Form appended to these regulations; 
(c ) "Schedule "means Schedule appended to these regulations; 
(d ) “ Section " means a section of the Act. 


(2 ) Words and expressions used in these regulations but not expressly defined therein 
shall have themeaning as respectively assigned to them in the Act. 


3. Application for Grant of permission to connect drain— (1) No person , owner or 
occupier of any premises shall connect his home drain with the corporation drain without a written 
permission of the Commissioner. 


(2 ) An application for connection to drain of the corporation shallbe submitted in Forms to 
the Commissioner in duplicate containing fullName and Address of the applicant and shall state 
the street and assessment number of the Holding upon which such work is intended to be 
executed and all necessary particulars required in such Form . 
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( 3 ) The applicant shall submit along with such application with the plans and sections ( in 
triplicate ) clearly and indelibly made on durable materials prepared by an architect, signed by a 
licensed plumber and by the applicant showing the following details namely : 


(a ) every floor of any building to which pipes of drains are to be connected ; 
(b ) the position , forms, levels and arrangement of various parts of such building includ 

ing the roof thereof ; 
(c ) the depth of the proposed drain with relation to the ground level ; 
(d ) the details , thenature of all sanitary connection including the manner of disposalof 

drain water and its discharge to the streetwater drainage; and 
( e ) the disposal ofbath room and kitchen sullage and connections to the waste water 

and nature of connections of such pipe or drain . 
( 4 ) After the plans have been approved by the Commissioner, a copy of such plan shallbe 
returned to the applicant and the work may then proceed with subject to provision of this regulation . 

(5 ) The Commissioner or any Officer of the Corporation duly authorized by him shall 
permit the construction work of drainage and before such permission is granted a charge as 
specified in Schedule ‘ A ’ shall be paid by the applicant towards User Charges . 

(6 ) Every person who constructs or alter any drain or other drainage work shall inform the 
Commissioner in writing specifying the date and time of completion of such drains for final inspec 
tion by officers of the Corporation . User Charge is also to be collected for annualmaintenance as 
specified in Schedule A . 

4. Parking of different types of Vehicles— (1 ) The Corporation shall, from time to 
time notify different Areas of the City for parking ofdifferent types of vehicles for differentperiod . 

( 2 ) Parking charges for all kinds of vehicles at different places and for different periods 
shall be paid at the rate specified in Schedule B . 

5. Stacking of Building Materials on Public Street. -( 1 ) No person shall be allowed 
to stack any building materials on public streets for construction , alternation , repair or demolition 
work of any type for more than 24 hours . 

( 2 ) User Charges as specified in Schedule C shall be charged for stacking of such 
materials on public Streetbeyond the stipulated period as provided in regulation up to seven days. 
If the owner or occupier does not remove the materials beyond the said period , a surcharge on 
such fees at the rate of fifty percentum per day shall be charged on the premises. 

( 3 ) User Charge at the rate specified in Schedule D shall be charged for stacking of 
construction debris on public street beyond twenty -four hours . 

6. User Charges for Cleaning Public Streets & Public Places for littering etc .— ( 1 ) 
No person shall be allowed to deposit or throw or dump or otherwise any solid waste or littering on 
the street or any public places or premises except at the Designated MunicipalGarbage bins or 
handing over to authorized personsresponsible for door to door collection system of Solid Waste 
Management 

( 2 ) User Charges at the rate specified in Schedule E shall be charged for collection of 
solid waste . 


7 . User Charges on Slum Areas — The rate of user charges for slum dwellers as listed 
under Rajiv Awas Yojana (RAY) in lieu of the services rendered by the Corporation to a particular 
area shallbe collected as per rates given in Schedule F . 
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8. User Charges on other items— The User Charges on any other item not expressly 
covered is to be collected as per the rate given in Schedule G. 


9. Collection ofUser Charges-— ( 1 ) Save as otherwise specifically provide in these regu 
lation User Charges shall be collected on monthly basis and it is not paid monthly, cumulative dues 
shall be collected along with interest at the rate of twelve percentum per annum from the date of 
due . 


(2 ) A receipt shall be granted in respect of payment of User Charges to the persons 
concerned . 


10. System for One Time Payment-- If the User Charges is paid in advance , for the 
entire year s demand than amount for nine months will be charged instead of twelve months . 


11. Penalty — Whoever contravenes any of the provisions of these regulations shall be 
punished with fine which may extend up to two hundred rupees and in case of continuing contra 
vention , with an additional fine , which may extend to one hundred rupees per day. 


12. Recovery of User Charges- If the User Charge is not paid , recovery will be made 
as per the provisions of Act.
